He has 
tried to reach the students, making them more 
aware of the importance of good nutrition in 
their environment of growth and learning. He 
has had great variety in his menus and many 
ve food items have been introduced to the stu- 

ents. 

Our lunches are priced at 45 cents for elemen- 
tary and 50 cents for junior and senior high 
schools. Adult meals are 65 cents. These prices 
are for “Type A’’ meals, nutritionally designed 
to provide one-third of a child’s daily nutritional 
needs. Milk and dessert are included. The price 
of a single carton of recess whole milk is 5 
cents. 

Due to the changes in governmental guide- 
lines and the local economic situation, the num- 
ber of free and reduced meals has increased 
greatly over the 1973-74 school year. _ 

Although this report does not cover in entirety 
the 1974-75 school year, the approximate num- 
Hees of meals and milk served should be as fol- 
OWS: =

We are currently employing 50 people in the 
stem. All of our purchases in foods and sup- 
ies and payrolls are paid by the School Lunch 
partment, and are not reflected in our local 
tax structure. 
In the 1975-76 school year, workers’ salaries 
. will be increased. The government is starting a 
co-operative food purchasing agency which 
should help lower our food costs. We will con- 
tinue in our efforts to provide nourishing meals 
at the lowest cost to our students and faculty. 
I would like to join with Mr. Chase in thank- 
ing the Lunch Program staff for their effort and 
dedication in serving our students, the school 
nurses for their time and efforts with our free 
and reduced lunch program; the principals and 
custodial staff for their cooperation, and the as- 
_ sistant superintendents for their guidance and 
support. With the aid and cooperation of all, we 
have had a successful year. 


BUILDING IMPROVEMENT - MAINTE- 
NANCE 

The School Department is responsible for 
maintaining eight school buildings with a re- 
lacement value of approximately eleven mil- 
ion, five hundred ten. thousand dollars 
($11,510,000.). These buildings involve spaces 
comprising classrooms, corridors, special 
rooms, gymnasiums, lavatories, and storage 
rooms that require not only daily cleaning but 
also weekly ‘‘field days’ as well as the regular 
summer cleaning, painting and repair oper- 
ation. The school custodial staff maintaining 
our schools is to be highly commended for the 
fine work they are doing and for their sincere ef- 
fort in giving our children a clean and healthy 
atmosphere in which to work, and for ae 
tecting the district's investment in its school 
buildings.
